BUILDING ROADS. 
J. B. A. Robertson, who will soon 
be inaugurated governor of Oklaho­ 
ma, has come out in favor of a state 
system of highways. The News feels 
inclined to favor this idea. It is true 
that in the past there have been sev­ 
enty-seven systems of highways in 
Oklahoma, a system ior each county. 
lf each county were a nation within 
itself, this plan would not be bad, 
but roads now are little less import­ 
ant than railways, and they should 
be constructed in each county so as 
to form links in a great chain. 
The fact that we approve state su­ 
pervision and state construction of 
roads in no wise minimizes the work 
already done by the various counties, 
nor does it want to leave the impres­ 
sion that County Commissioners as a 
rule are not men of broad business 
experience and well qualified to plan 
a system of roads. Considering every 
thing, the work In the past has been 
well done. 
The commissioners of 
this county have builded well, con­ 
sidering the money they had to spend 
and the obstacles they had to meet. 
A change is advisable 
because 
we 
need a unified system for the entire 
state, and we are not sure that a na­ 
tional program would not be better 
than a state program. 
The time has come when highways 
are essential. 
Years ago we paid 
large bonuses to get railroads. With­ 
out railroads towns certainly could 
not be built and cannot be built now. 
With the advent of the motor car, the 
highway becomes one of the most 
important means of transportation. 
A county or a town without good 
highways is aloins! as much a back 
number as the town of a few years 
ago was a back number without a 
railroad. 
In our fathers* time when farmers 
raised what they consumed at home 
and sold little from the farms, farm­ 
ers sought good land in preference to 
access to market. 
When one went 
to market only two or three times a 
year, what difference did it make if 
it took two days or four day*? Now 
when things are different, farmers 
place access to market above the 
primal fertility of the land in many 
cases. For transportation of persons 
and material from town to town, or 
from the rural sections to town and 
back, good roads are essAtial. It is 
also essential that these good roads 
be constructed with a state or a na­ 
tional plan in view. 
----------------o---------------- 
The principally 
expressed 
griev­ 
ance of the Senate, and one that at 
times becomes boistrous, is that the 
president successfully conducted the 
war without consulting and playing 
politics with the senators. 
When a
